KILLED AT B, & M. STATION! 


Sad Accident by. Which Young Woman 
Loses Life and a Young Man is 
Injured.

A sad accident occurred at the Boston 


| & Maine railroad station Monday night 


in which Miss Minnie Cahalne, aged 23, 
was killed and her fiance, James Currie, 


| sustained a broken arm. 


While crossing the tracks the girl was 
struck by the Portland express which 
was passing through here at 3.55 p, m. 
She received a terrible blow in the head 
and fell against the coweatcher, being 
carried about 50 feet before the train 


| was stopped, and her body tenderly re- 


moved to the station platform. She 
had evidently died almost instantly. 
Her face was terribly battered and her 
skull crushed. 

Miss Cahalne haa been spending a 
portion of the evening at the home of 


Mr. Currie, who resides in the brick 
block, Higgins court, just west of the 
railroad station. About 8.45 she started 
to go to the residence of Dr. A. E. 
Hulme on Main street, where she was 
employed as a domestic. Mr. Currie ac- 
companied her. 

Instead of walking up Essex street 
and crossing the tracks at the gates, 
they took the shorter cut around the 
south end of the station. Freight train 
No. 909 from Boston was going through 
when they reached the station. They 
waited for it to pass and immediately 
started to cross. ‘The freight was on the 
track farthest away from them and they 
had stepped upon the west track just as 
the last freight car was _ passing. 
They had almost crossed the west track 
when Currie saw the express almost 
upon them. He seized Miss Cahalne 
and tried to pull her forward. She evi- 
dently did not understand his sudden 
action and pulled back just as the en- 
gine was upon them. Curry was clear 
of the track with his right arm around 
his fianee. This arm was broken below the 
elbow and Miss Cahalne was torn away 
from him. ‘Friends carried the injured 
man to his home where his wounds’were 
aressed by Drs. Abbott and Torrey. 

The police were notified of the acci- 
dent and by their order the body of the 
gir] was removed to Messrs’ undertaking 


rooms. Medical Examiner Geo. W. 
Dow was notified and viewed the re- 
mains, which were turned over to 


Hickey and Devlin of Lawrence, Tues- 
day, 

Jeremiah Cahalne, of 261 Oak street, 
Lawrence, is a brother of the dead girl 
and she leaves a sister in Lawrence, who 
was employed as a domestic in the 
family of Dr. Gabeler. Her parents re- 
side in Ireland. She was a girl of bright 
disposition and was very popular among 
her associates. She was to be married 
to Mr. Currie in the fall. He is em- 
ployed by Michael Walsh, plumber and 
tinsmith. While his injuries were not 
serious the shock of the accident nearly 
prostrated him Monday evening. 

He says that the freight train made so 
much noise that he did not hear the ex- 
press approathing, and that he did not 
see it until it was almost upon them. 


He thinks that she would have been 
clear of the train if she had not dodged 
back. She seemed puzzled by his grasp- 
ing her so suddenly, and tried to pull 
herself away, probably thinking that he 
was fooling. 

The express was in charge .of Con- 
ductor D. A. Neal. The engineer 
stopped the train within its length.

STRUCK BY TROLLEY POLE, 


THE ANDOVER 'TOWNSMAN, ANDOVER, MASS., AUGUST 11, 


Frank Vermille, Well Known Motorman, 
Lost His Life on the Reading & 
Andover Road Last Night. 


Frank Vermille of Reading, a motor- 
man in the employ of the Boston «& 
Northern street railway, was almost in- 
stantly killed about 8.40 o’clock last 
night by being struck by a trolley pole 
and knocked from the running boaid of 
a car upon which he was riding. 

Mr, Vermille’s run was from Reading 
square to Berkeley street, Lawrence, 
and he completed his work yesterday 
about 5.30 o’clock, having left the trans- 
fer station in Lawrence on his last trip 
at 3.15 o'clock. He went to his home in 
Reading and after supper went with his 
wife for a car ride. On the’ way from 
North Reading to Reading square he 
noticed a man on the front seat to whom 
he wished to speak. 

Leaving his wife, who was seated with 
him near the middle of the car, he crept 
under the guard rail which was down on 
his side, and walked along the running 
board to the front. After speaking to 
his friend he turned to retrace his stéps 
when he was struck by one of the poles 
which supports the trolley, and was 
knocked from the car. 

His fall was noticed by the conductor 
‘and some of the passengers, and the car 
was stopped as quickly as. possible. The 
conductor and passengers hurried back 
and tenderly carried-the injured man 
into a nearby house and a physician was 
hastily summoned, but when he arrived 
Vermille was dead. His skull was found 
to be fractured and he had sustained 
other injuries. 

The medical examiner was _ notified 
and examined the body, after which it 
was turned over to an undertaker. 

The victim of the accident had been 
employed by the road as a motorman for 
several years and was respected by his 
superiors and by the men with whom he 
worked. He was well known in An- 
dover. Vermille was about 45 years old, 
and besides his widow, leaves one son. 
Funeral arrangements have not been 
made.

Edison Perfects Battery. 

Thomas A. Edison announces at bis 
Orange (N. J.) laboratory that after 
two years of experimentation he has 
solved the problem of electrical pro- 
pulsion of auto vehicles by means of 
| storage batteries and that within a few 
| Weeks an immense factory would be 
| started for the manufacture of these 
batteries. With his new battery he 
would guarantee to run a pleasure yve- 
hicle under ordinary road conditions 
100 miles with a single charging. He 
' has succeeded in reducing the weight 
of the battery to about forty pounds 
per horsepower. He gives Cooper 
Hewitt credit for valuable assistance 
with his mercury rectifier, which makes 
It possible to convert the alternating 
currents used in small towns so as to 
be available for charging The in- 
| ventor claims that an ordinary deliy- 
ery Wagon can now be operated for 
| 58 per cent of the cost of maintaining 
| & horse and that he can drive a two 
| ton truck at the rate of thirty-three 

miles an hour. 


New Weather Forecasting. 
| Edward H. Bowie, the local fore 
caster Im charge of the St. Louig 
Weather station, has devised a new 
method of estimating the future course 
; and progress of a storm, It depends, 
first, on a more accurate-estimate of 
the general eastward drift of the at- 
mosphere, and, second, on the difference 
of local pressure which may draw the 
air in any direction. Bowie's system 
assumes that storms follow the lines of 
least resistance resulting from the east- 
ward drift and the southern drift due 
to the heat of the tropics. Thus he 
is able to locate the places to which the 
_ storm center will mdéve during the com- 
ing twenty-four hours with consider- 
able accuracy. The eastern drift is 
found to be the same for all storms at 
the same locality and season of the 
year, so that charts of normal storm 
tracks may be prepared.

_ THE TRAMP QUESTION 


Rev. Clark Carter Delivers Interesting 
Address at Methodist Church, Lawrence 


@ 


At the Haverhill street . Methodist 
chureh Sunday City Missionary Clark 
Carter preached upon the’ tramp probd- 
lem taking his text from Matthew viii: 
20, “The Son of Man hath not where 
to lay His head:” 


The tramp is like our Lord Jesus 
in one thing. He is a homeless man. 
Whatever we say about him we should 
we willing that he should hear. What- 


we owe a brother’s love. 


On one of the coldest days of Decem- 
ber, 1903, 1 was sitting with a comnnit- 
tee of the Massachusetts state confer- 
ence of charities in a room of the 
Twentieth Century club in Bostua, dis- 
cussing certain bills which we desired 
to have enacted by the legislature. The 
bills were intended to accomplish two 
objects: To bring tramps under closer 
observation by police authorities and 
to insure their having adequate »ro- 
tection from disease and from fire in 
the cheap lodging houses to which they 
resort. After an hour of free inter- 
change of experience and theory the 
attention of one of our number was 
attracted by a man who was just out- 
side the open door of our committee 
room. The attendant asked whom he 
desired to see, and reported that Mr. 
wanted. I passed 
into the corridor and found 
myself face to face with one of 
the boldest, shrewdest, most notorious 
criminal tramps in the United States, 
a man who has served more than ene 
sentence in the Massachusetts state 
rrisen, and who has experienced the 
hospitality of jails and prisons in sev- 
eral other states. He is a man of no 
small intelligence, well read and a 
good talker. He is not without a ce- 
lightful sense of humor. He greeted 
me with a smile warm enough to ban- 
ish the chill of zero weather, and ask- 
ed me,to appreciate the fact that he 
had been standing there an hour over- 
hearing all that had been said abcut 
such people as he, by missionaries and 
chaplains not only, but by the men 
and women who wear soft clothing and 
who spend their winter months jn the 
palaces of Beacon Hill and the Back 
Bay. 

Why did that man seek me, 2nd 
how did he find me within the eom- 
mittee room of the Twentieth Century 
ciub? Two nights before the police of 
Boston had gone through the cheap 
lodging houses of the city and care- 
fully scrutinized and questioned every 
lodger. It was just after severa! hold 
robberies and murderous assaults had 
cecurred, and the public was demand- 
ing that dangerous men be looked up

and removed—from—the-—-ecompunity. 
Scores, as the results of that night's 
raid, were returned to the places from 


which they had escaped before the 
expiratioy of their sentences, or were 
recomm.ited by the courts for crimes 
for which they had long been wanted. 
My acgua’ntances was so fortunate a? 
not at the time to be under suspicion; 
but, although he declared that he was 
regularly employed as kitchen man ‘na 
a restaurant, and only slept at the 
place where he was found in bad com- 
pany as a matter of economy, he was 
cons'dered dangerous to the pence of 
the city of: Boston, and ordered to 
leave the next day. He came to Law- 
yence to his frequent adviser, the c'ty 
missionary. I saw that the’ trearment 
giver him was really cOmpellng him 
to be what reither he nor the com- 


munity desired him’ to be, a tramp, 
and I offered to~ make arrangements 
the next morning for him to return 


to.his work in Boston and to put him 
undey the observation of the palice; 
and so under their prot®¢tion, He was 
to meet me at noon on the corner when 
I came from the committee meeting. 
I had accomplished my errand in his 
behalf before going to the meetinz. He 
had arrived at the appointed place 
before I was at liberty, had been ur- 
cc:nfortable i the bleak wind outatde, 
and had insinuated himself into the 
warm: corner where he could enjoy our 
dseussion, Dig he accept the pier 
whicr. I had developed for him? of 
course not. Police protection, joined to 
poliee observation, was quite distaste- 
ful to him, A trip or two on a cattie 
boat to Liverpool suited him qu te as 
well. It kept him out of the way cf 
the police, and left him independent cf 
all favors. The last time I saw him less 
than a year ago, he was well dressed, 
and claimed to have a soft job as 
watchman in a wholesale house in 
Boston. I cannot talk about tramps 
anywhere without feeling as if this 
Inman were listening. If he is not !sten- 
Ing, some one like him, a homeless 
man, is within sound of my voice, At 
any rate the thoughts of my heart are 
open to the view of his elder brother 
and mine, the Son of man, who hac 
‘not where to lay his head.” 


What is the cause? What influences 
conspire to make a -man a_ tramp? 
Perhaps if we can answer these ques- 
tions we shall be able to find kow to 
cure men of tramping. 


1. Poverty sometimes kicks a man 
out of his home and turns .nim adrift 
on the world. Back to native savagery 
must revert the man who has neither 
a place to live nor a place to work. 
Primitive man was homeless and with 
no employment. He could not beg, for 
his neighbors, if he had any, were like 
himself, able only to supply their own 
need for: food, Hunt or starve, was 
the alternative. He hunted fied and 
forest, or fished in stream and lake. 
Necessity made him keen of sense and 
auick of hand to find and seize his food 
from nature’s reluctant supplies. Mod- 
ern man, thrown homeless, unfriended, 
and unemployed, on the world develops 
craft, cunning, shrewdness, toin- 
vent q plausible story which will bring 
a generous dole of food from a credu- 
lous housewife or “the price of a 
night's lodging’ from the tender- 
hearted citizen on the street. 


Zz. It was the brutal cruelty of an 
inebriate relative which thrust Owen 
Kildare into New York city’s streets, 
a homeless child. Cruelty is the fre- 
quent cause of tramp life. Owen Kil- 
native energy 
place to 
sleep and abundant food, and saved 
him from the curse of a vagrant boy- 
hood, The redeeming influence of a 
pure affection took hold of his man- 
hood, and held him at the time when 


| careless living is most likely to turn 


a man into a tramp. 

3. Doubtless love of adventure calls 
some young men out of their homes t1 
take to the irresponsible life of the 
wanderer. I have had personal ac- 
quaintance with mothers who were 
nearly-heart broken because their sons 
had given up work and disappeared. 
The call of the summer air 8 irre- 
sistible, and the boys were unable to 
stay at home when out-door life was 
beckoning them to adventure. I also 
know men, who are fairly good pro- 
viders for their families during the co'd 
months when a comfortable fireside is 
desirable but who always become 
wanderers on the advent of spring. 
Wife and children have a hard time 


ever we do, or refuse to do, we must 
not forget that he is one of our broth-

4. My interesting acquaintance who | 
found me at the Twentieth Century 
cub makes light of these causes, and 
insists that unjust and unwise gsov- 
ernment is responsible for the making | 
of most tramps. He lays the Dame fur 
bis own delinquincies on the influences 
of the training ship to which his early 
discipline was entrusted. The machine- 
like control, the lack of the personal 
care, Which every child needs, and the 
poisonous familiarity with older boys 
more experienced in evil than himself, 
unhed to make him an enemy of so- 
cety. What he says is to be given 
weight when we seek for a cure for 
tramp life. 


5 But we are not to lose sight of the 
fact that laziness is the chief factor 
among the influences which keep men 
homeless. If laziness is not the initial 
cause of men taking up the tram) life, 
itg@s certainly the contributing cause. 


It prevents their returning to the 
ranks of productive labor. Without 
strenuous exertion they can gt food; 


clothes and lodging; and they are not 
ready to put forth the additional exer- 
tion which would be needed if they re- 
turned to family life and had to get 
food-*clothes and shelter for a wife 
and children, or for parents and other 
relatives, ‘ 

This review of the causes of tramp 
life leads st:aight to the cure. We seer 
at once that whatever sent a boy or a 
man out on the road in the first place, 
his laziness is keeping him there. No 
man remains a tramp after he becomes 
convinced that the homeless life 1:3 
harder than the life of regular em- 
ployment, We know men who come in 
from their wanderings in’ November 
and help support the home till the 
talmy airs of May invite them again 
to sleep in the fields. We are acquain- 
ted with others who are glad to get 
under cover for a while at the state 
farm or the state hospital. We are 
familiar with the story of others who 
think that the discipline of the state 
institutions is too exacting, and there 
fore, those who commit petty crim*s se 
as to receive a sentence to the house 
of correction which will expire in 
string or early summer. The s9-called 
“hard labor” of county prisons is by 
them preferred to the real work of the 
state farm. 

But there are multitudes who are 
better satisfied to be tramps the whole 
year round. If they do not migrate 
south for the winter they find the 
rigors of a northern January te be en- 
durable, even enjoyable. They know 
where swing the doors of the wayfar- 
er’s lodge, the rescue mission, the 
cheap lodging house, the free lunch, 
and their confidence in the ‘“‘sofiness” 
of the average citizen has never been 
betrayed, They are a constant com- 
mentary on our Saviours. assurance: 
“ask and ye shall receive.” 

The cure for this condition of things 
is evident. There is no patent on it. 
Stop giving to tramps. Civilized man | 
is like primitive man. He will work 
rather than starve. Then let the com- 
munity unite in starving the tramp 
back to industry and home. If the 
neighbors feed your puppy when -he | 
comes nosing around .the doors, he 
grows up a good-for-onthing dog. He 
will not heed youre voice nor guard 
your property. Therefore you politely | 
ask your friends to withold their 
generous impulses when he comes 
fawning at their feet. You want him 
to realize that the nicest place for him 
is where he belongs. Vagrancy in men 
is encouraged in just the same man- 
ner as is vagrancy in dogs. Both men | 
and beasts are spoiled by inconsider- 
ate giving. 

But did not the Master bless giving? 
Did,gHe: hat copymand, “Give to him | 
that asketh thee, and from hém that | 
would borrow of thee turn not thou 
away”? Undoubtedly. But He did not 
gmean that we should give poison even 
though it were asked ever so vehem- 
ently. He himself refused the requast 
of a quarrelsome individual wtho~ as 
ed that the Lord would recover dls- | 
puted property for him.

law the application of the Bertillon 
system’ of measurements may be used 
in the description and identification of 
rersons committed under sentence as 
vagrants. This will discourage the 
criminal, who is wanted for a notortous 
misdeed from hiding under an assumed 
name as a tramp in some county house 
of correction until the noise of his 
great wrong Going has been silenced. 


By another law cheap lodging hous-- 
es, to which this class of men resort, 
are required to have a license, and are 
made subject to visitation by the po- 
lice without warrant. It makes it less 
easy for a bad man to hide himself be- 
hind the screen of poverty, and at the 
same time it offers to the honest poor 
man freedom from the close compan- 
ionship of thieves and robbers. These 
cheap lodging houses are also requir- 
ed to maintain such _ precautions: 
against the danger of fire and of con- 
tagious disease as are satisfactory to, 
the boards of !.ealth in their respective 
localities. 


During the past winter the legisla- 
ture has perfected by enactments that 
“cities and towns which provide lod- 
ging for tramps and vagrants shal! re- 
quire of them, if physically able, to per- 
form labor of some kind in return for 
the lodging and food furnished to them 
and the places in which such persons. 
are lodged shall be kept in such order 
and condition as may be prescribed by 
the staté board of health.” (Chap, 344, 
acts of 1905), and that when received. 


in an almshouse tramps and vagrants . 


“shall not be permitted .to associate 
or communicate with the pauper in- 
mates thereof.’”’ (Chap, 348 of acts of 
1905.) 


So far as the law can provide, am 
honest man seeking for work away 
from the vicnity of his own residenv2 
may pass through every eity and tuwn 
in Massachusetts, and find in vach a» 
clean and decent lodging place and a 
supper or breakfast to be paid for by 
his labor. He may start out, if condi- 
tions compel him, with a reasonable 
assurance of not surrendering his self- 
respect nor of contracting disease or 
dirt, and at the same time the char- 
itable citizen may kindly decline to aid. 
the stranger who asks for food or lod-- 
ging because the public authorities 
have made proper provision for the: 
homeless man, “So.far as the law can 
provide,‘ I say. The law is new. Lvery 
city and town has not complied with 
the requirements of the law, The city; 
of-Lawrence has not yet taken any 
action under the new law, The mar- 
shal expresses the hope that the board. 
of health will condemn the damp cells 
in the basement of the police station 
where tramps have formerly been 
confined, so that the government may 
be compelled to to provide fit accom- 
modations. Whatever influence any one 
of my hearers possesses may wiseiy be 
exerted in favor of compliance with.

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IMPROVEMENTS AT FLATS 
BRIDGE. 


It is understood on good authority 
that the County Commissioners have 
voted to expend $1,000 to widen and 


straighten Pond street at Flats bridge. 
The part of Pond street in question 
is at present narrow and dangerous 
and, the residetits. Who use. it. coniinu- 
particularly at night will feel re- 
lieved to hear that improvements are 
to be made, . 
This narrow stretch of roadway lies 
at the foot of a steep hill. A culvert 
connecting fea’s pond with Lake 
Cochickewick lies under the roadway 
thus the name Flats bridge. For years 
it has,been uncomfortable passing for 


teams but now that the automobile 
has come into vogue there is all the 


more danger. 

At the town meeting last March the 
citizens voted to expend $4.000 in mac- 
adamizing a part of the distance be- 
tween a point in Sutton. street neor 
the residence of James J. Finegan 
where the macadam now ends through 
Pond street to a point opposite the 
gateway to the Richard Russell es- 
tate on Bradford street on the petition 
of George E. Kunhardt and others. 
This money was to be taken from the 
appropriation made for macadamizing. 

George E. Kunhardt promised to 
eentribute an amount equal to 30 per 
cent of the sum appropriated each year 
if the improvement would be com- 
pleted within a reasonable time. This 


year Mr. Kunhardt’s philanthrophy 
will amount to about $1,200 for this 
year. The stone to be used in the 
work will probably be taken from a 
ledge on Mr. Kunhardt’s estate

present board of selectmen petitioned 
the County Commissioners to: widen 
and straighten it at Plats’ bridge. A 
hearing was held by the County of- 
ficials not long ago and it is under- 
stood that the sum of $1,000 wil] be 
taker from the County treasury tu cde- 
fray the cost of this improvement.
